The project to change the system of nomi- 


nating Kepublican candidates for county of- 
fices has received a set-back so far as the 
County Committee is concerned. At the an- 
nual meeting of that body on Saturday every 
plan presented by the committee appointed 
by the last county convention to devise a 
new system, was turned down by the oom- 
mutee, which finally disposed of the matter 
by passing a motion to the effect that it was 
the opinion of the County Committee that no 
change is desirable at Ihia time. • The Coun- 
ty Committee had assembled to elect new of- 
ficers for the ensuing year, to fix a time for 
the1 State delegate aud county conventions, 
and to incidentally consider the proposed 
change in the party rules. The old officers 
were unanimously re-elected, County Chair- 
man Joseph W. Shelly being reinstated for 
another term, and George W. Molntosh and 
J. Clinton Sellers being re-elected secretar- 
ies. The date for the State delegate conven- 
tion was fired for June 19, and the county 
convention for September 11. After dispos- 
ing.of this business the matter of changing 
the party rules was considered. The com- 
mittee presented three plans for the consid- 
eration of the County Committee. One was 
the Crawford County system pure and simple 
aud the other was that system modified so a» 
to provide for a majority vote instead of a 
plurality vote. Speeches were made in fa- 
vor ol the modified system by several com- 
mitteemen, but without avail. The third 
system was the delegate plan, but that was 
also turned down. The best plan presented 
was, without doubt, the modified Crawford 
County system. This provided that candi- 
dates should be voted for as at a regular 
election under the supervision of a judge and 
clerks, but that it should require a majority 
vote to nominate, each candidate receiving 
the lowest vote to be dropped in succession 
if more than one ballot is required. As the 
matter now stands the Republicans may take 
action upon it at the next county convention 
'if they do not approve of the report of the 
County Committee. The committee appoint- 
ed to devise a new system could not agree 
upon any oae plan, wliich resulted in three 
systems being presented. It is said that the 
people in the upper end of the county do 
not favor a change, but prefer the old moss 
convention. 
In fact it is claimed that a ma- 


jority of the party favors the present system. 
If this is true the convention creating the 
committee certainly did not represent the 
whole party, which is precisely what the 
preamble of the resolution adopted says, 
namely that these mass conventions are no 
longer expressive of popular will 
It is also 


averred that the resolution creating the com- 
mittee on revision of rules did not in reality 
receive a majority vote of the convention, 
but was declared carried lest the charge be 
made that the effort to effect a change was 
smothered by politicians interested in keep- 
ing the old plan in vogue. The party can 
still adopt a new method, however, by insist- 
ing upon a change at the coming county con- 
vention, 
i

The Republicans of Tullytown who are 


interested in the change of the rules for the 
nomination of candidates for county and 
Stale officers are neither surpiised nor down- 
oast at the action of the Counly Committee 
last Saturday. The action of the sub-com- 
mittee in submitting three distinct and sep- 
arate substitutes for the present system to 
the consideration of the County Commitiee 
precluded any decisive action by that body 
as wSs intimated in last week's editorial in 
the GAZETTE. When in addition to this non- 
commital report the methods of the party 
workers who lavor the mass convention are 
considered, in winning or cajoling those 
committeemen who had come to Doylestown 
shouting tor a change, either to vote against 
it altogether or else committing one here to 
one system, one there to another, aud still 
one to a third, thus disintegrating the forces 
of those who iesired to represent their con- 
stituents and give them aa opportunity to 
vote at home. The friends of a fair ballot 
and a tranchise for all Eepublicans at the 
primaries are to be congratulated that they 
made as favorable a showing as was pre- 
sented. 


The contest of Saturday was fought and 


lost for the time being. It was a fair con- 
test so far as the action of the County Com- 
mittee was concerned (the least said about 
the special committee the better) and the 
opposition, which was better organized than 
the advocates of a change in the rules, won. 
Whether the voters of the Republican party 
in Bucks County want a change of the rules 
is still an open question. The last mass 
convention, if the resolutions there adopted 
meant anything, said that it wanted a change. 
The County Committee now sajs in effect 
"You are mistaken; you dont't want a 
change in the rules; you are so wedded to 
the mass convention that you wouldn't know 
how to nominate the right candidates if we 
gave you any other system." 


If the Republican voters wish to decide 


the question let them pledge* their commit- 
teemeu next fall for the present system, or 
against it, with the proviso that they will 
meet with the County Committee and vote. 


In view of the trinity of systems presented 


by the last sub-committee, it would probably 
be well to specify in any resolutions adopted 
at the next County Convention that a sub- 
committee, if appointed, shall present one 
single plan to tha County Committee, lest in 
the natural process of evolution and in its 
childlike and guileless simplicity the next 
committee should submit instead of three, 
seventy systems, thus giving each committee- 
man a system to vote for, separate and dis- 
tinct from any and all otheis, and thereby 
proving beyond any possible doubt the 
unanimous approval of the mass"convention 
by the Republicans of Bucks County.

Most certainly, we think, foi the expeii- 


enced teacher who has acquned skill in the 
piofession is moieto be desued tlmu one 
who is peihaps equally well eudowed mill 
natuial ability and the gifts and spiut that 
make for success, yet who has not had the 
practice 
Ihere are teachers and teachers 


but with the incompetent teacher whose ex- 
perience is of no value our subject lias noth- 
ing to do, for the poor teacher is dear at any 
price 
We wish to speak only of the com- 


petent, successful teacher 
In any other 


profession or business calling, in matters of 
impoitance the best 11 always sought for as 
being the safest and insuring the best le 
sulta, even though more coatly 
We know 


that the beginners must have their oppor 
tunity, but having served their apprentice 
ship, as we may say, and become masters, 
arc thej woith any mjro (in cold dollars 
and cents) as masters than as apprentices9 


Considei fiist the value of a good tcachei 


to the State and second, tho price paid by 
the said teacher for hia success 
Ihe cdu 


cation ol the childienol the State is a matter 
of vital importance and sacied trust 
It has 


been often said, and veiy truly, that the 
money spent on education should not be 
classed among the expenses, but among the 
investment" 
Heie then ia a yearly invest- 


ment on a gigantic ecale,'he returns ft cm 
which should be of gieat inteiest to all 
classes of men, for they may mean life 01

We will admit theu that it costs something

The Bucks County Method. 


The Philadelphia Press on Monday con- 


tained the following editorial concerning the 
method of making nominations in Bucks 
Counly 


The Bucks County Republican Committee, 


by an over whelming on vote, has expressed 
its opposition to any change in the present 
mass convention system of making nomina- 
tions for county othces 
We do not under- 


stand that (his action finally disposes of the 
question, as it is to be pasiied upon at the 
coming county convention, but it probably 
may be taken as an indication of the feeling 
in general 


This will be something of a surprise to 


those outside the county who realize what 
Ihe Bucks County method is 
No other 


county in the State has it. Under that sys- 
tem it is necessaiy for every voter who 
wishes to participate in the nominations to 
go to the county seat on the day of Iho con- 
vention. As there are very nearly ten thou- 
sand Republican voters in the county, it can 
be readily understood what this means 
As 


a matter of fact, only a comparatively small 
number of them can take part, and these are 
likely to be such as are most active in poli- 
tics, or who have been afforded means of at- 
tending the convention by parties paiticular- 
ly interested in what is to be done 


The claim for this system is that it gives 1 


"every Republican in the county equal vole 
if he attends" That is true enough, bui 
manifestly it must be impossible for every 
voter to attend, There are other systems 
that give the citizen that same chance and 
make every vote count just the same as every 
other vote, but which bring the voting near- 
er the citizen's homo 
The popular vote 


method, under which a primary election poll 
is opened in every election district in the 
couuty, accomplishes this 
We can hardly 


selieve it will be contended that such a sys- 
tem would not encourage the direct partici- 
pation in the nominations by a greater num- 
ber of people 
Certainly a very considerable 


proportion must hud it more convenient and 
lake less time to go to the place of election 
in their own township than to make a trip to 
the county seat. 


While the Bucks County -system is open to 


very serious abuse, we do not know that any 
considerable advantage has been taken of it. 
Ibis doubtless, in some degree, if not alto- 
gether, accounts for the disinclination to 
ma,ke a change. The method was well 
enough for the early days, and embodied the 
broadest theory ot popular government, but 
it can hardly bo adjusted to the increased 
population of the county 
It may not be 


changed now, but it cannot be long before it 
will be.
